Muni- 
cipal Councillor of Paris, the almost 
tnevitable stepping-stone toward the 
more enviable position .of deputy, 
which he attained in 1886.

¢eharacteristic of Mr. Pichon, who in 
the course of his life never resumed 
any of his former occupations——thus 
resolutely turning his batk upon the 
past and jooking only toward the 
future. . 

Failing to be re-elected in 1893, 
he immediately concentrated his at- 
tention on a diplomatic career, with 
euch success that he was s00n ap- 
pointed Minister Plenipotentiary to 
Port-au-Prinee. It should be remark- 
ed that Mr. Pichon—-unlike any of 

‘his colleagues, ministers for foreign 
\affairs——has actually visited widely 
different countries, with the result 
i that he has acquired a very real and 
i useful knowledge of racial charac- 
| teristics, in I894 he was appointed 
Minister to Brazil, but uafortunsicly 
Le remained there only two years, 
curing which time he fully realized 
the great influence which France 
could and should acquire in South 

America, then a world in the’making. 

The year 1897 saw Mr, Pichon in

This has been ascril- 
ed sometimes to proh bition, but .t js 
doubifnl whether Puerto Rico could 
drink much more coffee than it was 
drinking before prohibition went into 
effect: its consumption of alcohol was 
exjremely moderate and its consump- 
tion of coffee large, as is apt to be 
the case in the tropics. 

It is noteworthy in this country 
that many of the plans for a sub- 
stitute for the saloon call for the 
provision of coffee as a substitute for 
aleoholic drinks. In the cafes of 
Europe the two go side by side, on 
am equal footing; aj the same table 
one personrmay be drinking coffee 
and another beer. It might almost 
be said that \Burepean drink wine 
or beer with their meals and take 
their coffee in public, while Cana- 
dians drink coffee with their meals 
and take their alcohol in secret. This 
materially affects the position of cof- 
fee as a substitute. 

if the coffee house is to-be re- 
stored te the position it once had, 
considerable changes will need to be 
made in’ national habits and tastes. 
Used in. moderation coffee is a rela- 
tively harmless stimulant, but it can- 
not be consumed so freely as beer, 
and/most coffee drinkers take already 
quite as much as is good for them. 
To make coffge available as a social 
substitute for alcohdl, therefore, the 
Canadian public would need to cut 
down its home drinking, so that the 
proposed establishment® of coffee 
houses might not involve so great an 
increase in national consumption as 
has been predicted. . 

It is perhaps a more serious diffi- 
culty that the Canadian public, de- 
spite its enormous consumption of 
it, has not an educated taste in cof- 
fee. The market in Canada for the 
higher grades is relatively small, and 
there has been little appreciation for 
the excellent and full-flavored pro- 
duct. To the average Canadian cof- 
fee is a pale decoction used to wash 
down griddle-cakes, crullers and pie; 
it would never occur to him to take 
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would it be a luxury. Premier Chk- 
menceau ‘is said to have abandoned 
America because the people of the 
United States had no general ideas 
and no good coffee.” It is to be fear- 
ed he would like our coffee no better. 
_ ft the reformers can bring coffee 
up to the standard of countries where 
it is sipped as a delectable luxury, 
and’ can persuade people to like it, 
they will have accomplished a great 
deal, but neither undertaking is very 
easy. To be good, coffee must be 
made with great pains, and quite 
freshly; the arom quickly goes and 
gialeness. is. fatal. Our long-estab- 
lished megligence in such matters 
will not be easily overcome. -To be 
an interesting beverage, too, coffee 
needs an extra roast Which at first 
most Canadians do not like. When 
they learn to relish it they begip to 
see -how in Turkey ana other coun- 
tries coffee may be an end in itself 
and_not a mere accompaniment to 
doughnuts, but many an enterprising 
reformer has come to grief in trying 
to educate the Canadian palate to 
the standard of New Orleans and of: 
Latin Europe. It remains to be seen 
whether the numerous projects for 
serving superior coffee as a substi- 
tute f6r alcohol will fare better, but 
at all events the experiments will 
be of interest.

; Preserving Chilkat. 

The phonograph has been requisi- 
tioned to preserve the tribal language 
and folk songs of the Chilkat Indians 
of Alaska. Louis Shotridge, a mem- 
ber of that tribe, has recently return- 
ed to the United States after an ab- 
sence bf four years in Alaska, in the 
interests of the University Museum 
at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. He 
has devoted this time to studying the 
language, traditions and customs of 
his people, as well as to collecting- 
their folk songs. Shotridge is the 
first Indian sent on such an enter- 
prise. He has brought back many 
phonograph records of the Chilkat 
folk songs and ceremonial chants. 
Some of these will be transcribed in- 
to musical scores. The Chilkats are 
rapidly taking on the ways of civili- 
zation, and, but for the work of Shot- 
ridge, their native folk songs might 
have completely disappeared in time. 
The Chilkats are fortunate people.

A BATTLE WITH ICE. 


How the “Lake Ontario” Reached 


the Orean. 
The Lake Ontario, btullt on the 


Great Lakes. began ber ¢areer by 
forcing her way to the otran throvgn 
lee in the St. Lawrence,river so thick 
that Canadian ice-crushers gave it 
up. Having got her hand in, s6 to 
speak, she became phe of the mine- 
carriers operated b¥ the naval over- 
gens service. in this work she dodg- 
ed torpedoes and floating mines. was 
followed one thousand milea by * 
German submarine, drove off another | 
aub with five well-placed shots, was _ 
used as live bait in a convoy fo trap 
a submarine, weathered an eighty-. 
five-mile gale while steaming four 
miles an hour astern with her en- 
gines turning 100 revolutions per 
minute on the “go ahead,” and 
through it all never had an accident. 


These are some of the high lights 


in her very interesting story, which | 
is told by her commanding officer, | 
Lient,-Col. E; Gordon Rattray, in the | 
Chicago Tribune. According to Com- 
mander Rattray: i 


The Lake Ontario was launched | 


November 20,. 1917. Five days later | 
we left Manitowoc for New York 
City. 


‘While in Montreal; on the way to. 


New York, we received orders to°pro- 
ceed with seven other ships through | 
the ice to Quebec before we were fl ' 
frozen in, as was the last fleet o t.| 
lt was then from seven to ten de, 
grees below zero, with the rivers and 
amall lakes covered with ice. 


The huge Government ice-crusher, 


The Lake Ontario continued buck- 


ing the ice, with the War Fox fol-' 
lowing. This is where the battle 
commenced. All the buoys were 
gone for 157 miles jn this river, car- 
ried out by the heavy ice, in tides” 
that ran as high as seven knots per 
hour in places. 


This battle with ice lasted three | 


days and nights with a temperature 
of 15 degrees below zero. At times 
ice’ started to come over the top of 
the ship and her sides and frames 
were springing in and out with the 
pressure and grinding of ice, which 
had reached a thickness of thirty 
feet. By the twisting of the tides and 
by filling the cargo hold aft with 
water and laying her down on her 
side, .we managed to reach open 
water after three days and nights of 
continuous work. The ice extended 
for 510 miles, from Montreal out into 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence. The bal- 
ance of the fleet was frozen in at 
Quebec, the steamship Angeline go- 
ing down. We lost track of the 
War Fox off Father's Point in the 
joa that night. She kept coming,- 
howevér, as she was a game little 
“laker.”” We both dropped anchor 
at Port Hawkesbury, Gut of Canso, 
Nova Scotia.

ations as a mine-carrier with depth 
charges, and guns mounted fore and 
aft, we made the trip from New 
York to Norfolk, Virginia, thence to 
Tampico, Mexico. We fueled up two 
warships while there and proceeded 
back to Key West, where we fintsned 
discharging our cargo at the naval 
station. 


While in ¢onvoy bound from Nor- 


folk to Lochlash, Scotland, we pass~ 
ed over a nest of eight mines which 
had been laid for us the night pre- 
vious by a submarine. These were 
picked up the next day by British 
trawlers and mine-sweepers. Afier 
leaving Kyle we returned to Glasgow | 
for fuel and provisions, On our way 
from Glasgow to Hampton Roads 
we passed over the United States 
steamship Lake Moor’s wreck. 


After receiving numerous wireless 


messages from ships being attacked 
by German submarines, we arrived 
in Hampton Roads none the worse 
fer our trip. It was always every 
ship for herself after passing the | 
north coast of Ireland, where sub- 
marines and mines were very plerti- 
ful indeed. To find our way back | 
to our home port, we changed our, 
course as high as three thousand 
times.
